Dave Uarrow nay not liavc? told 2 'ou of tho supposedly exhaustive search ordered of 
all field offices for an inventory of all tlioir rt.*cords relating to Dr. liLng, his family 
and associates for tlie ponding Departmental invontigation of how i^r. v^as treated. 

These inviintorios total 402 ptiges. But they do not include a single one of the countless 
tapes of tJicj many survoilloncea. \lithout exception all the field offices knew fi'om the 
order for the supposedly exiiaustive soarcli tliat tliey wei'w not bo be included.
